We  visited  on 
the  same  occasion,  the  ancient  quarries,  which  still 
show  the  marks  of  human  violence  to  raise  the  huge 
rectangular  ma.4ses  from  their  beds.  From  no  noint  of 
the  istitmus  could  I  hear  the  roaring  of  the  two  seas, 
but  mure  than  once,  I  could  see,  Irora  the  same  eleva¬ 
tion,  their  outspread  waters. 

I'wice  I  went  to  Corinth,  renowned  for  its  wealth, 
its  luxury,  and  its  iniquity,  but  more  than  all,  interest¬ 
ing  to  the  Christian  as  the  scene  of  the  Missionary  la¬ 
bours  of  St.  Paul,  and  the  phice  to  w  Inch  two  of  his 
Kpistles  are  fl.rected.  Alas!  the  remains  ot  its  an¬ 
cient  m.igniliccnce  are  now  almost  buried  beneath 
llie  ruins  of  its  modern  dwellings.  The  unrelenting 
hand  of  barbarian  warfare  has  swept  all  before  iC 
On  each  tisit,  I  waited  upon  the  Governor,  D.  Or- 
phanos,  receive<t  much  civility  from  him,  and  held  in¬ 
teresting  conversations  with  him.  1  presented  him  with 
some  French  and  Italian  tracts,  and  some  also  to  ano¬ 
ther  functionary  of  government  There  was  no  school, 
but  endeavours  were  making  to  form  one,  and  I  pro¬ 
mised  to  send  them  some  aid.  The  Governor  gave  me 
a  general  letter  to  Ujumtdiu,  which  proved  very  ser¬ 
viceable  to  me. 

Tlie  principal  remnants  of  antiquity  are  a  few  fluted 
Doric  columns,  with  their  architraves.  Antiquaries 
are  in  dispute  as  to  the  designation  of  the  edifice. 

On  our  second  visit,  we  ascended  the  Acropolis, 
which  has  been  considered  as  second  only  to  Nauplla 
in  strength.  It  commands.an  extensive  and  magnifi¬ 
cent  view,  embracing  many  an  ‘old  poetic  mountain, ’the 
two"  sea.s,  rich  plains,  and  even  reaching  to  Athens, 
which  shows  finely  under  a  clear  sunset.  The  fountain 
Peirene,  where  Pegasus  was  caught,  scarcely  supplies 
a  slender  rill.  The  summit  of  the  hill  is  crowned  by 
a  mosque.  The  commandant,  a  German  officer,  con¬ 
versed  with  us  for  ail  hour,  gave  us  refreshments, 
and  sent  an  attendant  with  us  through  the  fortifica¬ 
tions,  he  himself  suffering  from  the  effects  of  a  fever. 
Corinth  lias  the  reputation  of  being  quite  unhealthy. 

1  distributed  a  good  many  tracts,  both  French  and 
Greek,  among  the  soldiery,  who  received  them  with 
great  avidity,  many  seating  themselves  at  once  to  read. 

Dr.  Bialloblotzky  was  unwilling,  in  his  feeble  state, 
to  venture  another  exposure  on  the  water.  He  con¬ 
cluded,  therefore,  to  go  to  the  Monastery  of  Megas- 
pclion,  and  await  my  return  fi*om  Uoumelia.  Before 
leaving  Hexamilia,  I  parted  from  my  servant,  a  very 
honest  lad,  but  rather  too  dull  for  me.  In  his  place, 

I  engaged  another  who  had  assisted  Drs.  Howe  and 
Buss  in  the  distribution  of  provisions.  He  is  a  Smyr- 
niot,  speaks,  reads  and  writes  Italian  and  Greek,  and 
is  faiihful  and  affectionate.  He  has  continued  with  me 
ever  since,  and  is  now  engaged  in  acquiring  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  art  of  printing,  preparatory  to  our  re¬ 
turning  to  Greece.  His  name  is  Peter  Santorinalos. 

Taking  leave  of  Dr.  Buss,  the  23d  of  June,  I  pro¬ 
ceeded,  with  Peter,  to  the  little  port  of  Lutraki,  on 
the  west  side  of  the  isthmus.  Here  I  distributed  some 
tracts^  and  had  some  conversation  with  the  Captain 
of  a  small  body  of  troops,  and  the  officer  of  customs. 
They  brought  me  refreshments,  and  when  I  embarked, 
gave  a  special  charge  to  the  master  of  the  boat  to 
look  well  to  my  comfort  and  safety.  We  were  again 
two  nights  on  the  water,  with  tlie  heavens  for  onr  cano¬ 
py,  before  we  reached  the  Scala,  or  port  of  Salona. 
With  a  merchant  on  board,  I  talked  much  on  religious 
subjects,  and  some  of  the  crew  were  almost  constantly 
engaged  with  religious  tracts  w  hich  I  gave  them.  On 
landing,  I  was  received  by  Carolambo  Prima,  officer 
of  cust6ms,  who  did  all  in  his  power  to  serve  me,  and 
gave  me  a  letter  to  Castre.  Breakfasted  on  bread, 
coffee  and  figs,  at  a  little  coffee  house.  Tw’o  or  three 
priests  were  present.”  1  asked  whence  they  had  come 
from.  “  From  Parnassus,”  was  the  answer.  “  May 
God  give  you  grace  to  make  that  ancient  hill  of  song 
melodious  with  the  praises  of  your  Bedeemer.”  “  We 
are  poor  and  ignorant,”  said  they;  ”  not  qualified  to 
teach  others.”  I  gave  them  tracts,  and  they  w  armly 
expressed  their  thanks. 

Signor  Prima  informed  me  that  there  were  70  fami¬ 
lies,  but  no. schools.  Of  the  whole  not  a  w'oman,  and 
-  probably  only  about  30  men  could  read. 

The  Secretary  of  Marco  Bozzaris  called  upon  me. 
He  was  severely  wounded  in  the  revolution,  and  had 
since  been  to  Paris.  He  expressed  strongly  his  grate¬ 
ful  sense  of  the  kindness  and  liberality  to  him  of  the 
American  ambassador  there. 

As  usual,  I  had  much  convers.ation  with  tlie  collector 
and  others  on  llie  church  in  the  United  Slates,  the 
happy  effects  of  an  enlightened  religion,  and  gene¬ 
rally  diff’used  education  upon  the  people,  and  the  con¬ 
dition  and  prospects  of  Greece. 

Leaving  Peter  with  a  testament  to  read  to  the  peo¬ 
ple,  1  took  a  guide  to  the  remains  of  the  ancient 
Cirrpa,  crossing  on  the  way,  the  river  Pleistus,  on  my 
guide’s  shoulders.  I  gave  him,  as  w-e  returned,  an 
exhortation  to  flee  from  sin,  and  seek  earnestly  the 
salvation  of  his  soul  through  the  blood  of  Christ.  On 
reaching  the  Scala  again,  1  found  that  Peter  had  read 
ten  chapters  to  his  little  audience,  and  they  were  not 
yet  wearied  with  hearing. 

I  left  a  new  testament  with  the  officer  of  the  cus¬ 
toms,  who  promised  to  induce  the  parish  priest  to  read 
it  weekly  to  the  people.  To  tw  o  or  three  individuals, 
■rho  understood  the  language,  I  gave  French,  and  to 
.  others  Greek  and  Italian  tracts,  all  which  were  re¬ 
ceived  with  great  gladness.  The  Collector’s  son  beg¬ 
ged  to  know  if  I  could  not  give  him  a  classic  to  pur¬ 
sue  his  studies.  1  had  only  the  volume  of  Strabo  on 
Greece,  and  that  I  could  not  spare.  It  was  not  the 
first  application  I  had  received  of  the  kind. 

The  Collector  and  the  Secretary  requested  me  to 
write  the  names  of  their  children  in  some  of  the  tracts, 
with  my  own  attached,  that  they  might  remember 
their  American  friend. 

Left  the  Scala  at  half  past  10,  for  Castre,  and  rode 
through  tlio  Crisscean  plain  towards  the  foot  of  a  spur 
of  mount  Parnassus.  As  we  commenced  the  ascent,  a 
"  heavy  rain  began  to  fall,  and  we  were  obliged  to  stop 
at  the  village  of  Crisse,  w  hich  was  providentially  near 
and  on  our  route.  We  found  here  a  military  hospi¬ 
tal,  in  charge  of  two  young  Greek  physicians.  They 
gave  me  a  shelter  and  refreshments,  and  we  had  an 
agreeable  conversation  of  two  or  three  hours.  It  was 
rather  singular  that  1  mistook  them  for  natives  of 
Germany.  They  had  been  educated  in  that  country, 
and  not  being  fluent  in  French,  they  addressed  me  in 
German.  With  a  little  exertion,  I  contrived  to  rub 
up  my  recollections  of  the  language  sufficiently  to 
converse  with  them,  and  never  discovered,  until  my 
return  from  Castre,  that  they  were  native  Greeks. 
They  had  about  70  sick  and  w'ounded  under  their 
charge.  1  left  a  selection  of  tracts  for  their  use,  and 
gave  a  few  also  to  the  physicians.  There  are  about 
TOO  souls  in  this  place,  and  a  small  school. 

We  now  continued  our  way  to  Castre,  a  pretty  con¬ 
stant  ascent.  As  I  rode  I  read  to  the  guide,  at  the 
head  of  my  mule,  several  pages  of  the  “  Mother’s 
Catechism, he  repeating  the  questions  and  answers 
sfter  me,  and  often  expressing  his  sense  of  their  excel¬ 
lency.

wandering  life  I  had  led  for  some  years,  I  had  hardly 
met  with  a  bible,  perhaps  not  one,  except  those  in  some 
of  the  churches ;  and  although  many  passages  in  dif¬ 
ferent  parts  of  it  were  still  familiar  to  me,  I  had  never 
examined  it  in  that  leisurely  and  studious  manner  in 
which  it  was  evident  Mr.  King  had  devoted  himself 
to  it.  I  still  knew  numbers  of  the  Psalms  by  heart,  as 
well  as  much  of  the  ordinary  services  of  the  church, 
funerals,  &.C.,  but  books  I  had  seldom  touched  since 
the  commencement  of  the  war,  if  I  except  such  frag¬ 
ments  of  old  libraries  as  were  frequently  served  out  by 
the  government  as  cartridges.  I  now  felt  a  great 
anxiety  to  obtain  a  bible,  and  began  to  make  search 
and  inquiries  for  one.  It  was,  however,  impossible  to 
find  a  single  copy  for  sale  in  Smyrna,  and  I  could  not 
find  any  in  the  hands  of  my  friends,  with  one  single 
exception.  A  young  man  of  my  acquaintance  told 
me  he  possessed  a  copy  of  the  Septuagint,  but  he  was 
very  unwilling  to  trust  it  out  of  his  hands  on  account 
of  the  extreme  difficulty  of  obtaining  another  in  case 
of  its  loss.  After  some  solicitation  he'  consented  to 
lend  it,  as  I  could  not  prevail  upon  him  to  sell  it,  on 
condition  that  if  I  lost  it  I  should  pay  him  fifteen 
dollars. 

The  accidental,  or  rather  providential,  introduction 
of  Mr.  King  into  our  family,  w’as  the  cause  of  our 
forming  a  number  of  other  highly  respectable  acquain¬ 
tances  of  a  similar  character  in  the  course  of  a  few 
succeeding  months.

The  minds  of  many  of  my  countrymen  have  been 
much  impressed  with  the  truths  of  the  gospel  as  made 
known  by  the  American  missionaries ;  and  it  always 
appeared  to  me  that  no  powerful  impediment  was  pre¬ 
sented  to  their  being  generally  embraced.  Numbers 
of  the  clergy,  as  well  as  most  of  the  laity,  require  en¬ 
lightening,  as  they  were  generally  the  first  to  admit ; 
but  no  prejudices,  unless  those  of  a  moderate  kind,  im¬ 
peded  the  way  to  their  conviction. 


to  lose  our  natural  reserve  towards  strangers.  Instead 
of  finding  m  him  anything  to  conlirm  our  prevailing  opi¬

HOW  HE  STRIKES  A  STRANGER. 

The  following  most  graphic  description  of  the  im 
pression  which  the  example  and  conversation  of  a  plain 
Bible  Christian,  maybe  supposed  generally  to  produce 
on  the  minds  of  comjparatively  decayed  and  ignorant 
profeawd  follo^rs  of  Christ,  must  be  particularly  in¬ 
teresting  to  Episcopalians ;  for  although  it  does  not  in¬ 
troduce  the  person  of  one  of  their  own  missionaries,  it 
relates  to  that  fnmk  and  noble-minded  people,  amongst 
whom  we  have  now  two  dear  brethren  patiently  la¬ 
bouring  ;  and  it  also  refers  to  a  distinguished  country' 
inan  of  ours,  at  the  mention  of  whose  name  the  heart 
American  must  swell  with  delight,  and  to¬ 
wards  whom  the  members  of  our  communion  must 


believe,  coul^  have  listened  even  a  little  time,  without 
feel  ing  that  his  familiarity  with  his  subject  was  far  great 
er  than  their  own.  I  have  before  remarked  that  there 
was  a  kind  of  superstitious  reverence  for  the  Bible,  and 
‘  never  saw  more  than  two  or  three  in  our  village ; — 
this  was,  no  doubt,  in  part  owing  to  the  difficulty  and 
cost  of  obtaining  copies  of  it.  It  therefore  happened, 
as  may  well  be  supposed,  that  very  few  were  in  the 
habit  of  reading  it  often;  but  our  guest  differed  mate¬ 
rially  in  several  respects  from  those  who  were  most 
familiar  with  it — our  priests,  from  whom  he  differed 
decidedly,  though  modestly. 

This  conversation  was  very  soon  succeeded  by  others, 
which  we  were  all  glad  to  turn  to  similar  topics ;  and 
a  warm  admiration  was  soon  felt  by  us  of  the  country 
from  which  the  stranger  had  come.  When  we  ascertain¬ 
ed  tliat  he  had  made  a  voyage  expressly  to  promulgate 
the  pure  and  exalted  truths  which  we  heard  from  his 
lips; — when  we  learned  something  of  America,  which 
he  told  us '  was  his  native  land ; — a  country  concern¬ 
ing  which  the  knowledge  of  the  Greeks  was  generally 
exceedingly  limited,  even  at  that  period ;  we  found 
more  and  more  to  excite  our  attention  to  every  word 
he  spoke.'  Such  w’as  the  character  exhibited  to  me,  an 
uninterested  spectator  at  the  time,  by  the  devoted  mis 
sionary,  Mr.  King.  He  had  been  in  the  Holy  Land 
was  master  of  several  important  languages,  and  min 
gled  with  men  of  different  nations,  creeds  and  charac 
ters,  by  which  he  acquired  the  power  of  cornmunicat 
ing  truth  in  a  striking  and  interesting  manner ;  and  as 
that  was  his  great  object,  his  talents  were  exerted  at 
every  proper  occasion. 

His  character  and  objects  became  knoivn  in  a  very 
sliort  lime  to  many  of  the  Greek  priests  at  Smyrna; 
and  soon  after  the  first  conversation  above  alluded  to, 

I  had  an  opportunity  to  listen  to  a  conference  between 
him  and  a  number  of  the  clergy  who  assembled  at  my 
father’s  house  one  evening,  attracted  by  the  fame  of 
his  doctriiie^.  *  The  company  had  been  seated  but  a 
few  minutes,  and  conversation  commenced,  when  all, 
with  one  consent,  appeared  to  yield  to  him  the  place 
of  an  instructor,  respectfully  asking  such  questions  as 
they  thought  particularly  interesting,  or  listening,  as 
they  did  the  greater  part  of  the  time,  to  what  he  said. 
With  great  humility  and  modesty  he  entered  at  some 
length  into  an  explanation  of  some  of  the  leading  doc¬ 
trines  of  the  scriptures  as  he  viewed  them,  most  ear¬ 
nestly  and  affectionately  directing  his  remarks  and  the 
evidence  he  brought  forward  to  the  perfect  and  clear 
convincing  of  the  audience.  He  had  a  copy  of  the 
Greek  Bible  at  hand,  to  which  he  made  frequent  refer¬ 
ence  with  great  readiness,  whenever  he  wished  to  ex¬ 
plain  the  meaning  of  any  particular  text,  or  to  cor¬ 
roborate  any  of  his  declarations  or  opinions  with  the 
words  of  inspiration.  The  attitudes  and  expressions 
of  those  around  him  showed  that  his  discourse  pro¬ 
duced  deep  and  generally  agreeable  impressions. 
Though  the  persons  were  more  or  less  deeply  skilled 
in  the  doctrines  of  the  Greek  church,  and  habituated 
to  performing  its  rites,  as  well  as  to  reading  the  Bible 
frequently,  ifiey  had  never  preached,  nor  thought  as 
did  the'Amerio^n  missionary.  The  doctrines,  the 
manner,  the'  arguments,  all  were  new  and  different 
from  any  thing  thar  had  before  entered  their  minds, 
ft  seemed  to  ma  that  they  felt  that  they  had  before 
comprehended  in  their  grasp  little  more  than  the 
shadow  of  truth,  and  now  began  to  see  the  substance. 
The  lives  and  doctrines  of  the  patriarchs  and  apostles, 
the  prophets  and  the  Messiah,  appeared  in  a  light  such 
as  they  never  had  seen  them  in  before,  and  possessed 
a  correspondence,  uniformity,  and  simplicity,  which 
surpassed  all  they  had  ever  imagined.  Some  of  the 
more  ignorant  of  them,  as  if  overcome  by  the  novelty 
of  his  manner  and  opinions,  sat  with  their  eyes  im- 
moveably  fixed  upon  his  face,  and  every  expression  of 
wonder  impressed  in  their  features.  Occasionally  the 
hearers  interchanged  silent  looks  of  admiration,  plea¬ 
sure,  or  surprise,  and  repeatedly  broke  out  with  words 
of  approbation,  uttered,  in  tones  of  great  feeling : 
“These  are  the  real  doctrines!  This  is  the  truth! 
Here  is  a  true  Christianity !  Ah !  these  are  the  words 
and  the  tli^ghts  of  the  first  Christians !  Would  that 
all  men  tiiooght  and  acted  thus !” 

The  imjyferaons  produced  by  Mr.  King  were  not 
only  etrong^W^  durable,  as  I  had  opportunity  to  see. 
Such  assemblies  as  this  frequently  took  place  at  my 
father’s :  and  the  interest  of  the  clergy  and  other  good 
men.  of  out  natieR'appeayed  only  to  become  more  and 
more  earnest.  I  had  opportunities  to  converse  with 
the  missionary  in  his  retirement,  and  in  excursions  I 
sometimes  made  with  him  about  the  city  and  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  and  profited  from  them  in  learning  more  of 
his  doctrines,  his  habits,  and  his  country.  During  the

EVANGELICAL  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  SOCIETY 
Of  t  he  districts  of  Southwark  fMoyamensing  and  Passyunk. 

Mr.  Editor: — It  is  with  peculiar  pleasure,  that  I  in¬ 
form  you  of  the  formation  of  a  Society,  composed  of 
the  male  and  female  teachers  of  the  Sunday  Schools 
ill  these  districts,  under  the  above  name,  on  Tuesday 
evening,  April  26th.  The  object  of  this  Society  as 
expressed  in  article  2d,  of  their  Constitution,  is  as  fol¬ 
lows:  viz. 

“This  Society  shall  have  for  Its  object  the  promo¬ 
tion  of  the  Sunday  School  cause,  and  the  establishing 
of  Prayer  Meetings  in  the  districts  of  Southwark, 
Moyamensing  and  Passyunk,  by  opening  new  and  re¬ 
suscitating  old  schools,  and  by  holding  communication 
with  them,  that  energy  and  efficiency  may  be  impart¬ 
ed  to  their  operations;  also,  by  promoting  the  ac¬ 
quaintance,  unity,  and  love  of  teachers;  and  by  in¬ 
structing  and  encouraging  each  other  in  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  cause  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.” 

That  such  a  Society  was  much  needed  in  these  dis¬ 
tricts,  no  one,  acquainted  with  Sunday-school  move¬ 
ments  there,  will  hesitate  to  acknowledge.  The  apa¬ 
thy  and  languor  which  seemed  to  pervade  teachers, 
in  almost  all  their  operations;  the  little  good  that  ap¬ 
pears  to  have  been  effected;  the  small  spirit  of  uni¬ 
ty  which  existed  among  teachers  of  various  denomi¬ 
nations,  in  the  absence  of  the  influence  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Sunday  School  Union,  loudly  called  for  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  some  vigorous  and  energetic  measures,  that  the 
£P*eat  and  glorious  cause  of  Sunday  Schools  might  be 
deemed  more  important  by  teachers,  and  be  elevated 
to  that  place  in  the  minds  of  men,  which  its  everlast¬ 
ing  benefits  to  the  souls  of  dying  multitudes,  most 
justly  merits.  Under  such  circumstances  the 
tlon  of  a  Society  like  this,  is  a  movement  which  should 
be  hailed  with  universal  pleasure  and  appprobation. 

That  this  Society  may  be  rooted  and  grounded  in 
Christian  love  and  unity,  and  that  it  may  be  rendered 
eminently  successful  in  accomplishing  the  desirable 
and  all-important  objects  it  contemplates;  and  that  it 
may  long  exist  and  prove  a  blessing  to  the  souls  of  all 
within  the  sphere  of  its  influence,  is  my  sincere 
prayer,  and  1  would  hope  is  the  prayer  of  all  who  feel 
an  interest  in  the  exertions  of  kindred  spirits,  to  ad¬ 
vance  the  glory  of  their  common  Father. 

In  these  times  of  Christian  effort  it  behoves  all  who 
name  the  name  of  Christ  to  be  up  and  doing,  and  dili¬ 
gent  in  the  selection  and  prosecution  of  such  means 
as  shall  tend  must  to  advance  the  glory  of  God,  in  the 
salvation  of  immortal  souls.  Under  the  influence  of 
this  feeling,  it  is  hoped  the  teachers  of  these  districts 
have  been  led  to  the  present  step.  If  they  would 
wish  to  be  prospered,  and  their  scheme  rendered  suc¬ 
cessful,  they  must  take  hold  of  this  work  with  energy 
and  determined  zeal,  and  unitedly  come  up,  like  a 
mighty  host,  to  the  help  of  the  Lord  against  the  migh¬ 
ty,  and  in  the  strength  of  Jesus,  employ  their  every 
power  in  the  administration  of  the  means  which  this 
Society  proposes,  firmly  relying  upon  his  blessing  to 
rest  upon  their  efforts.  Then  may  they  expect  to  see 
the  power  of  satan  fall,  and  the  strength  of  Immanuel 
triumph.  S.  S.

THE  PASTOR’S  ADDRESS 


TO  A  CANDIDATE  FOR  CONFIRMATION,  IN  ST.  ANN  8 
CHURCH,  BROOKLYN,  N.  Y. 


Dearly  Beloved — Having  received  your  application 
to  be  admitted  to  the  ordinance  of  Confirmation,  soon 
to  be  administered  in  our  Church,  I  feel  deeply  soli¬ 
citous  that  you  should  be  well  aware  of  its  solemn 
and  spiritual  nature,  and  well  persuaded  of  your  quali¬ 
fications  to  receive  it  Permit  me,  therefore,  in  the 
faithfulness  and  affection  which  you  have  a  right  to 
e.xpect  of  your  pastor,  to  request  your  serious  ana  pray 
erful  attention  to  the  few  remarks  and  the  important 
questions  contained  in  this  address. 

Read  attentively  the  service  for  Confirmation,  in 
your  prayer  book;  then  turn  to  the  questions  addressed 
to  your  sponsors  in  Baptism,  or  to  those  baptized  in 
riper  years,  and  you  will  possess  a  clear  explanation  of 
the  nature  of  confirmation.  It  is  the  ordinance  in 
which  you  will  publicly  profess  and  declare  that  you 
heartily  consent  to  the  vows  undertaken  in  your  bap¬ 
tism  ;  ^at  you  acknowledge  yourself  under  a  perfect 
obligation  to  keep  them,  and  that  you  do  devote  your¬ 
self,  solemnly  and  sincerely,  to  that  life  of  holy  obedi¬ 
ence  to  which  they  bind  yoa.  The  only  difference  be¬ 
tween  your  act  in  receiving  confirmation  and  that  of  an 
adult  receiving  baptism,  is  in  this :  The  latter  assumes 
for  the  first  time  those  covenant  engagements  and  pro¬ 
fessions  which  you  renew.  Read,  therefore,  in  your 
prayer  book,  what  an  adult  promises  and  professes  when 
tiaptized ;  and  you  will  see  what  you  are  to  do  when 
confirmed.  He  professes  not  merely  that  he  wiU,  but 
that  he  does  renounce  the  devil  and  aU  his  works,  the 
vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world,  with  mil  covetous 
desires  of  the  same,  and  the  sinful  desires  of  the  flesh, 
so  as  by  GotT  s  help,  not  to  follow  nor  be  led  by  them. 
This  is  evidently  a  positive  abandonment  of  all 
is  offensive  to  God.  It  includes  every  department, 
every  source,  every  form  of  sin.  Whatever  is  includ¬ 
ed  in  conformity  to  the  world,  in  being  of  the  world, 
or  in  living  unto  yourself,  is  unquestionably  embraced. 
Rut  further :  The  adult,  in  his  baptism,  besides  profess-

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Hence  the  strong  language  in  which 
the  profession  undertaken  in  baptism  and  renewed  in 
confirmation,  is  expressed,  ft  is  (saith  the  Church) 

“  to  follow  the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  be 
made  like  unto  him,  that  as  he  died  and  rose  again  for 
us ;  so  should  we  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness,  continually  mortifying 
all  qur  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceed¬ 
ing  in  all  virtue  and  godliness  of  living.” 

Thus  I  have  endeavoured  to  convey  a  clear  idea  of 
the  nature  of  the  ordinance  in  which  you  desire  to  par- 
take.  Ito  usefulness  depends  entirely  upon  the  stale 
ot  mind  in  whicliit  is  received.  I  trust  you  are  earnest¬ 
ly  desirous  of  coming  to  it  in  the  spirit  becoming  its 
solemnity  and  importance.  1  will  briefly  speak  of  those 
qualifications  without  which  you  ought  not  to  be  con¬ 
firmed.  First,  with  regard  tx>  knowledge,  ft  is  directed 
by  the  Church  that  you  shall  be  able  to  say  the  Creed, 
the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Ten  Commandments — to  an¬ 
swer  all  the  questions  of  the  short  catechism  contained 
in  the  prayer  book,  and  to  understand  what  was  pro¬ 
mised  in  your  baptism.  “  By  this  order,  she  evidently 
designs  more  than  that  candidates  for  confirmation 
shall  be  able  to  say  the  words  of  the  catechism.  They 
must  have  a  full  knowledge  of  their  meaning.  And  as 
it  embraces  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  plan  of  re¬ 
demption  of  Christian  doctrine  and  duty,  and  of  the  pri¬ 
vileges  of  Christians,  these  must  be  understood  and  re¬ 
alized.”  (Hobt.  on  Conf.  p.  23.)  That  our  church  in 
the  knowledge  required  of  the  candidate,  did  not  intend 
that  this  should  constitute  his  ichole  qualification,  but 
combined  with  it  a  right  sense  of  religious  obligation 
and  sincere  determination  to  perform  it,  is  sufficiently 
evident  from  the  fearful  profanation  which  would  result 
from  an  adherence  to  the  mere  letter  of  the  order. — 
This  leads  us  to  the  spiritual  qualifications. 

What  are  those  spiritual  qualifications  without 
which  you  cannot  be  prepared  for  this  ordinance  ? — 

‘‘  They  constitute  those  exercises  of  repentance  and 
faith  which  are  the  conditions  of  our  baptismal  privi¬ 
leges.  They  constitute  indeed  that  renewing  of  the 
mind  which  is  necessary  to  render  us  acceptable  to 
God  and  meet  for  Heaven.  Let  no  one  deceive  him¬ 
self  with  the  hope  that,  destitute  of  these  qualifica¬ 
tions,  his  receiving  confirmation  will  prove  a  benefit 
to  him.”  {Hobt.  on  Conf.  p.  33.)  ^^Repentance,  where¬ 
by  we  forsake  sin,”  and  faith,  whereby  we  embrace 
tlie  promises  of  the  Gospel,  are  the  spiritual  qualifica¬ 
tions  prescribed  for  baptism,  and  are  consequently  ne¬ 
cessary  for  confirmation.  Nothing  indeed  is  necessary 
as  a  qualification  for  the  Ix)r<r»  Supper  that  is  not  alao 
for  confirmation.  Hewho  repents  and  believes  in  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  is  prepared  for  both;  and  he  who  does 
not,  is  prepared  for  neither.  If  you  will  look  at  the 
service  for  confirmation,  you  will  see  that  tliosc  who 
come  to  it  are  considered,  not  as  intending  to  enter 
upon  the  Christian  life,  but  as  having  done  so  already. 
In  the  prayer  offered  up  in  their  behalf,  you  perceive 
they  are  spoken  of  as  being  regenerated  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  as  having  obtained  the  forgiveness  of  all 
their  sins.  The  supplication  for  them  is  not  that  they 
may  become  the  children  of  God  ;  but  that  being  con¬ 
sidered  as  such  already,  they  may  continue  His  for 
ever  and  daily  increase  in  his  Holy  Spirit  more  and 
more. 

The  candidate  for  confirmation  should  contemplate 
a  speedy  approach  to  the  Lord’s  Supper.  ‘‘Till  one 
is  of  an  age  and  disposition  fit  to  receive  the  holy  sa¬ 
crament  of  the  liOrd’s  Supper,  and  desires  to  be  con¬ 
firmed  as  a  solemn  preparation  and  qualification  for  it, 
he  is  not  yet  ready  for  it”  {Burnet's  Past.  Care,  190.) 
I  would  not  exact  a  pledge  of  the  candidate  tliat  he 
will  become  a  communicant  at  the  very  first  opportu¬ 
nity  after  his  confirmation.  I  would  not  say  that  if 
you  cannot  satisfy  your  mind  of  your  fitness  to  come 
immediately  from  confirmation  to  the  communion,  you 
are  therefore  unprepared  for  the  former.  But  1  do  say, 
that  if  you  are  prepared  for  confirmation,  you  are  really 
prepared  for  the  communion,  and  might  come  to  the 
latter  without  hesitation.  And  I  say  moreover,  that  it 
will  be  expected  that  every  one  confirmed,  shall  at 
least  have  the  Lord’s  Supper  in  view  as  an  ordinance 
in  which  he  anticipates  soon  to  unite. 

And  now,  my  dear  friend,  let  me  entreat  you  to  en¬ 
ter  upon  a  serious  examination  of  your  heart,  in  rela¬ 
tion  to  the  qualifications  which  I  have  mentioned.  The 
following  questions  will  assist  you  (by  the  blessing  of 
the  Lord)  in  determining  whether  you  ought  to  par¬ 
take  in  the  ordinance  we  have  been  considering. 

Ist.  Have  you  been  brought  to  true  repentancel
